A Notę from Pastor Ken 

The Transfiguration of Jesus 
Mark 9:2-10 (ICB) 

Six days later Jesus took Peter, James, and John and went up on a high mountain. They were 
all alone there. While these followers watched, Jesus was changed. His clothes became shining 
white, whiter than any person could make them. 4 Then two men appeared, talking with Jesus. 

The men were Moses and Elijah. 5 Peter said to Jesus, “Teacher, it is good that we are here. We 
will put three tents here—one foryou, one for Moses, and one for Elijah. ” 6 Peter did not know 
what to say, because he and the others were sofrightened. Then a cloud came and covered 
them. A voice came from the cloud. The voice said, “This is my Son, and I love him. Obey 
him!” Then Peter, James, and John looked around, but they saw only Jesus there alone with 
them. 9 As Jesus and his followers were walking back down the mountain, he commanded them, 

“Don 7 tell anyone about the thingsyou saw on the mountain. Wait till the Son ofMan risesfrom 
death. Thenyou may tell. ” 10 So the followers obeyed Jesus and said nothing about what they hacl 
seen. But they discussed what Jesus meant about rising from death. 


In the gospel passage above notice that even though Jesus had entered into that thin place 
between heaven and earth with Elijah and Moses, He did come back down with Peter, Joseph, 
and John. To be with them.. .in their weakness, suffering and fear. 

Where do you find weakness, suffering and fear in your life? Those people, places, 
events or things that bring you sorrow, unhappiness or fear? This week I invite you to take time 
out and consider these ąuestions. Write down your answers and keep them with you or if your 
daring, post them where you (And others if you’re feeling especially brave) can see it. 

I can remember as a young boy growing up that I enjoyed playing with G.I. Joe toys. 
There is a famous (If only to me) commercial tag linę that was used by the character G.I. Joe said 
at the end of the commercials, G.I. Joe, “ knowing is halfthe battlel” There was wisdom in those 
commercials. Jesus was such a powerful teacher and constantly put His disciples into 
experiences that often challenged their understandings of God. 

Once Jesus named problems and answered them it was increasingly impossible for the 
disciples to deny who this man was. I think Jesus gives us that opportunity as well. Listen to 
what David Lose senior pastor of Mount 01ivet Lutheran Church in Minneapolis says to do 
with our weakness, suffering, and fear this week. “trusting the mercy of the One who came down 
the mountain — the One who entered the dark places of the world and still seeks out the dark 
places of our lives — trusting this One, perhaps we will be honest enough to name what is broken 
and hurting in our lives and world and thereby fear it a little less. For no other reason was Jesus 



bom, lived, died and was raised again, except that we might know that God is unrelentingly and 
indefatigably for us\ Thanks be to God.” (David Lose)
